ST.  PAUL'S  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  organized  under  the  first 
Vestry  Act  of  1701  is  the  home  of  an  active  congregation. 
The  present  structure,  built  1736-1760,  exemplifies  the  fin- 
est in  village  church  design.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  are 
colonial  governors  Charles  Eden,  Thomas  Pollock,  and  Hen- 
derson Walker.
